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VOYAGE OF DISCOVERY. 

 & 1E following particulars of the laft attempt ofa voyage 

of difcovery, which has made but little noife, and has 
not even been mentioned by any Englifh journal, cannot 
failto procure attention, A magnificent work is at this 
prefent moment inthe Madrid prefs, containing a full and 
ample detail ofall the tranfaétions that occurred during the 
voyage ef difcovery ; and on its publication, we fhall be gra- 
tihed with an account ofthe manners and cuftoms of the Ba- 
baco Ifles,a non defcript clufter, then vifited for the firlt 
_ ume by Europeans. 
The two floops, called the Difcovery & the Subtile, the 
former coinmanded by Don Alexander Malefpina, and the 
lauer by Don Jofeph de Bafiamente, failed in company 
from the port of Cadiz, on the gothof July, 1789, in order 
to co-operate with the other maritime powers in the exten- 
fion of the human knowledge, and more particularly of 
navigation. The commanders of thefe veflels made cor- 
ret charts ofthe coafts of America and the adjacent iflands, 
from the river La Plata to Cape Horn, and from that cape to 
the farthermoft northern extremities of that part of the world. 
— Their intention in this was merely to repeat the attempts 
of the fame kind, fonmerly undertaken either by foreign- 
ers or their own eountrymen,and thus acquire a more minute 
knowledge of the fubject. 

On their arrival at the north-weft coaft of America, in 
lat. 59, Go, and 61 degrees, they fearched, in vain, fora 
pafluge by which they inight penetrate into the Atlantic 
ocean ; they accordingly concluded that the predictions of 
Cook were founded in found reafoning, and that the gut 
mentioned by Maldonado, an old Spaaifl navigator, had 
no exiflence, except in his own brain. 

In the beginning of the year 1792, the Subtile, and a 
galliot, called the Mexicana, under the curnmand of don 
Dion Galvano and don Cais de Taldes, joined the Englith 
fquadron commanded by captain Vancouver, with an in- 
tention to examine the immenfe Archipelago, known 
by the name of the Admirals Fonte, and Juan‘de 
Fuca. 

They continued the greater part of the year 1792 in 
vifising the Mariannes & Philippines, as al fo the Macas, 
cn the coaft of China. They afterwards goalfed between 
the ifles Mindanoa and the ifles called Mosintay, fhaping 
their courfe along the coalts of New-Guine a, and crotling 
the equator. On this oceafton they difcewered a gulph 
of about 500 maritime, leagues in the extent, which no 
former navigator had traverfed. ‘ihey dhen flopped at 
New-Zealand and New-Holland, and difcovered ta ihe 
Archipelago, called the Friendly Ifles, the Babacos, a 
range of iilands which had never before bee:n feen by any 
suropean mariner, 

After a variety of other refearches in the fouthern ocean, 
they arrived in June 1793, at Callao. From this port 
hey made other occafional expeditions ; and each fepa- 
ratcly examined the port of Conception, and the reft of 
the coalt of America, which extends w the fouth-welt, as 
well as the weflern coalt of Moluccas. ‘T hey then entered 
the river La Plata, after having {urmoursted all the dangers 
incident to thofe fourthern latitudes, Ha ving been equip- 
ped aud fupplied anew with provilions at. Montevedia, the 
joined a fleet of frigates and regifler fheps, and failed for 
Cadiz, where they arrived after a pafl2 ve of ninety days 
with cargoes to the amount of eight millions of dollars in 
money and merchandize. 

Thefe voyages have not a little conte ibuted to the exten- 
fion of botany, mineralogy, and navigation. In both 
liemifpheres, and in a variety of diffe rent latitudes, many 
experiments were made relative to tbie weight of bodies, 
which will tend to very important difco veries, connected with 
the irregular form of our globe ; the fe will alfo be high!y 
ufeful, fo far as refpects a fixed @.nd general meafure. 
While examining the inhabitants, ot it travellers colletied 
e!i the monuments that could throw any light either on the 
migration of nations, or on their progrefs in  civiliza- 
tion. Luckily -for che interelis of humanity, thefe 
difcoveries have not caufed a fingle: tear to be fhed. * On 
ihe contrary, all the tribes with w!nom they had any con- 
neétion will blefs the memory of thefe navigators, who 
have furmhed them wih ufeful fee ds, prefented them with a 
variety of inftruments, and ma@e them acquainted with 
feveral arts, of which they weere before entirely igno- 
rant. 

‘Lhe veffels brought back twearly the whole of their 
crews ; neither of them,: n thet, lof more than three or 
four men; which is wonderful, if we but confider the’ 
unhealthy climate of the Torrgd,Zone, to which they were 
fo long expofed, 

Doa Antonio de Valdes; dhe minifler of the marine, 
who encouraged and fupporeed this expedition, is bufied 
at this moment in drawing ug» a detailed account of this 
voyage, fo as w render the ¢nterprife of general utility. 
It will foon be publifhed ; "and the curious will be gra- 
ufied with charts, maps, anél engravings, now prepanng, 
ty accompany it.

EXTRACT: 
“ The extraordinary efforts which the French Republic 
made to crufh the great military powers of the continent,! 
recluded all pollibility. on her pet of maintaining at the 
ame time, an adequate force by fea. But having {o glori- 
oufly terminated the war by land, fhe will, undoubtedly, 
direct her whole attention to naval preparations and may 
now, for the firll time during the prefent war, find them 
neceflary for equipping and manning a formidable fleet, 

The naval armaments in the French ports for the faft 
three years, were but inconfiderable, and from hence 
the conclufion is drawn that France ts in want, either of 
{hips or failors ; whilft, in faét the want of money alone 
prevented her having a naval force proportionate to her 
ummenfe armies, The French government have not called 
in their feamen claffed for the fervice of the navy, & have 
hitherto manned the fhips of war, in aftual fervice, with 
volunteers who were neither encouraged by bounties like 
the Englith failors, nor were they fo regularly paid, er fo 
well provided with food and cloaths as the French land 
troops. In 1795, about 12,000 of the volunteer failors, 
after having been employed about fix weeks on board the 
fleet, were again difcharged, and obliged to return to their 
refpective Jonthhtauhertiaaaian like this was rather 
calculated to difcourage failors from volunteering ; but 
now that the Ocean and England are to be the only fcenes 
of action, 1t cannot be doubted, but the executive will do 
their urmolt to raife a powerful fleet. 

In 1794, there were in France 79,000 feamen claffed 
for the navy, befides thofe in attual fervice. Since that 
teme the French Republic has made an acquilition of about 
10,000 excellent feamen in maritime Flanders, of 2500 in 
the country of Nice and Monaco, About the 19th of 
March lait, there were 45 fhips in Breft harbor, partly 
ready for fea, & the remainder in great forwardnef:, which 
were to be reinforced by a fquadrow of fhips of the line from 
Toulon, under admiral Renauden, and feveral new fhips 
from L’Orient and Rochfort, fo that this fummer the Brett 
fleet will confift of from 50 to 60 hips of the line, to thefe 
muft be added 35 Spamifh, 5 Neapoluan, and 32 Dutch 
fhips, which wali make the whole combined fleet of France 
and her allies, amount to from 112 to 122 {hips of the 
line. 

It may, with great reafon, be fuppofed, that a naval 
force like that above flated, or let us fuppofe it even go 
fhips lefs, would, from its fuperiority in number, be able 
either to block up the Britith fleets in their own poris and 
cover a defcent on the coait of England, or at Jeait engage 
the attention of the Britifh channel fleet in fuch a manner, 
to fume particular points of the Englifh coaft, that French 
troops embarked on board thetranfports fitted out at Fluth- 
ing, Oflend, Dunkirk, &c. might without any danger, 
atrempt the invafion of Effex and Kent, under the protetti- 
on of frigates and gun boats; for it is morally impofhible 
that the Brittfh fleet fhould baffle the attempt of an hoftile 
fleet of equal force, and at the fame time prevent a defcent 
onany point of the extenfive fea-coaft of Great Britain. 
Altho’ it might with great propriety be alledyed, that dur- 
ing the prefent war, the Bruifh are indebted for their 
triumphs ove: the French by fea, rather to their fuperioriy 
in numbers, and to the perfidy of the inhabitants of ‘ioulon, 
than to their fuperior {kill, yet we are willing to,allow that 
the difcipline and experience of even the refrattory Britith 
failors, is better calculated to enfure fuccefs, than the im- 
petuofity and boldnefs of republican feamen. 

Neverthelefs, it it not quite impolfible, that by fome 
chance or other, the unexperienced but daring French 
failors may gain the vittory over their fkilful ancagonifls ; 
—One victory by the French would decide the congqueft 
of England ; the lofs of an engagement by fea, might coft 
them fome fhips; but, ifwemay judge from the iffue of 
the engagement of June 1ft. *94, where, altho’ both fleets 
were nearly equal in the number of fhips, the Englifh had 
nearly three times as many three deckers as the French— 
it may be fafely concluded that the viétorious Britith fleet 
would bear fach marks of French bravery, as would effec- 
tually prevent it from keeping the fea any longer ; a def- 
cent might then without difficulty be effected. 
~ Since their capture of Toulon, the utmoft exertions have 
been ufea in all che naval yards of the French republic, 
and it isa fact, that fromthat time more fhips have been 
added tothe French navy, than have been burnt at Tou: 
lon, captured by the Britihh, or otherwife loft during the 
prefent war, The Venetian fleet, which in ’g0 confifted of 
ge hips ofthe line and 50 frigates, &c. mutt alfo be con- 

ered now as forming a part of the naval force of France 
and her allies. —The Venetians can with facility equip and 
man fiom 20 to 26 fhips of the line, with a proportionate 
numberaf frigates ; and alehough it may not - ady ifeable 


| to employ a Venétiag fquadron in the Atlantic during the 


prefent year, yet it may fecve to proteét the navigation in 
the Mediterranean, and the French and Spanifh fhips now 
remaining at Toulon and Carthagena, may join the Breft 
fleet. 

It was not only the intereft of the bulk of the Venetian 
people, but alfo of the Venetian nobility, to effect a change 
of government and conclude an alliance with the French 
republic, for, the nobility of the Venetian provinces, like 
the Plebeians, were excluded from all fhate in the govern- 
ment. . The patricians of the city of Venice alone, 
and the Seicentons of ennobled merchants, were interefted 
in preferving the old ariftocraticat form of government = 
but according to the lateft accounts from that quarter, their 
authority was already confined to the capital; the people 
of the provinces had. effected a revolution, and after the 
conclufion of the peace between the emperor and France, 
the patricians of Venice had no other choice left than to 
emigrate to fome diftant foreign country or to confent to 
the mcorporation of the whole Venetian territory with the 
new Italian republics. : 

The republics of Genoa and Lucca, impelled by the 
profpett of great advantages to be derived froma clofer 
union with the moft fertile.parts of Italy, will foon follow 
the example of Venice, Modena, Milan, Bologna, 
Ferrara, Romagna, &c. and out of all the Italian fates, 
{mall and impotent whilft landing alone, will rife a power- 
ful nation, extending from the Mediterranean acrofs Ital 
and the Adriatic fea to the frontiers of Auflria and Turkey, 
peopled by about feven millions of inhabitants, rich in 
territorial produéts and valuable manufactures, provided 
with excellent harbors on the Mediterranean and the 
Adriatic feas, and feeure from foreign attacks by its alliance 
with the French republic. ' 

Thé confederate republics of Europe, Holland, France, 
Switzerland and Upper Italy, will then form an uninter- 
rupted chain from the north fea, to the frontiers of ‘Tur- 
key ; Spain, Naples and Saidinia being in this manner 
feparated from the other monarchies of Europe, will 
deem it the beft poly, to att as faithful allies of the 
republican confederation ; felf-prefervation commands 
Ruthia, Turkey and the German princes to follow the 
example of Spain and Naples.—The other powers are 
too envious of each o.her, and above all, too impotent to 
attempt any, thing againft the allied republics ; befides the 
great majority will be anxious to fecure the friendfhip of 
France. ‘This is the true. pi€ture of the power of the 
modern republics of Europe, in their childhood :—W hat 
will this power be when they have once arrived at the a 
of manhood? ‘Time alone, aided by the vices and follies 
of man, can undermine the bafis of this pena ; which 

hilofophy had only fketched u aper, and which mad 
EP bt and ihe folly of idee: tovaifed to its prefent 
gigantic tg during the fhort period of 5 years : Every 
attempt of the prefent géneration to overthrow it, will add 
to its folidity, and mult end with the deftru@tion of thofe 
who are prefumptuous enough to undertake it. The 
time is fafl approaching when the republicans of <n? a 
may triumphantly exclaim : Arbitrary power is exploded ; 
we recognife no law but fuch as is founded on liberty and 
juflice, and our larvs rule henceforth by fea and by land. 
From the principles which ought to govern a reprefentative 
government, it is to be hoped that thefe laws will be juft 


to all, and tend to ameliorate the lot of mankind,
